Many CWA Workers Lose 


Out Under New Work 


Relief Program 


(International News Service) 
HARRISBURG, April 2.— Re- 


placing CWA, the new federal 
plan of coordinated works and 
direct relief under state juris- 
d l o t i o n became effective in 
Pennsylvania today with the 
program reported as ready to 
function only in a few commun- 
ities. 
Eric H. Biddle, state chief of the 


combined setup, said work would be 
resumed under the works division in 
many localities' tomorrow and that 
the entire program would be func- 
tioning smoothly by the end of the 
week. Larger metropolitan centers 
such as Philadelphia and Allegheny 
counties were expected to be the 
last to resume. 


One hundred and fifty thousand 


CWA empoyes who dre,w their last 
pay checks under the discarded sys- 
tem last week Impatiently watched 
from the sidelines as the combined 
civil works and emergency relief ad- 
ministrations forged toward complc- 
tion'of the herculean task of transi- 
tion. 


Practically all uncompleted CWA 
projects are to be finished under the

Easter Sunday was a sad day in

will be directed, by the executive 
force of the civil works; now an ex- 
scutive arm of the relief administra- 
tion. 
New projects which can1 be 


started fall within almost tha same 
categories as did the CWA jobs ex- 
cept that-materials arid rental pay- 
ments no longer will be supplied. 
Personnel of employes, however, 


must be corrected before work is re- 
sumed to .weed out all CWA workers 
who would not he eligible for direct 
relief, leaving; the new program 
completely to jobless heads of fami- 
lies and individuals now receiving 
government support. Precaut ions 
have been taken to prevent an in- 
flux of non-eligible CWA workers 
onto the relief rolls in an effort to 
keep from losing their jobs through 
instructions providing for careful in- 
vestigations of new applications. 


State relief 
officials said that 


many of the non-eligible CWA work- 
ers : were eliminated from the pro- 
gram during the weeks it was being 
slowly slashed, to half its peak force. 
Originally,- CWA employment was 
drawn half from relief rolls and half 
from employment office lists.

Heretofore efforts to restrict the production of cotton, wheat and 


some other products have been of a voluntary nature. The system has 
not proved satisfactory, and with cotton, at least, it has failed rather 
dismally. 
So now we are to abandon agreements with cotton growers 


and apply compulsion. 


The house fixed upon 10,000,000 bales as the limit of the 1934-35

SAVING YOUNG LIVES 


Nearly 30 years ago former President Roosevelt, in a message to 


congress recommending -he creation of a federal children's bureau, made 
this observation: 


"It Js not only discreditable to us as a people that there'is now no 


recognized and authoritative source of information upon these subjects 
relating to child life, but in the absence of such information as should be 
supplied by the federal government many abuses have gone unchecked; 
for public sentiment, with its great corrective power, can only be aroused 
by full knowledge of the facts." 


Three years later in the administration of President Taft congress 


filled this national want by passing an act creasing the bureau, which has 
functioned ever since. 


The children's bureau is chiefly interested in children after they ai e 


born. While it does not claim the credit for the more intelligent care the 
child receives today, it has been the center to which any father or mother 
or teacher or social workers could turn for the best advice that experience 
has to offer. It has fostered state child welfare program and encouraged 
the establishment of state children's bureaus, of which there was onl- 
one in 1912 and there are 48 today. 


As it looks back through the years this bureau can see the infant 


death rate greatly IdWered, juvenile epidemics reduced to a minimum 
and a nation oJ stronger, brighter and happier children partly through 
its efforts. Isn't that vindication enough?

THE REGIMENTATION OF FARMING 


Heretofore efforts to restrict the production of cotton, wheat and 


some other products have been of a voluntary nature. The system has 
not proved satisfactory, and 'with cotton, at least, it has failed rather 
dismally. 
So now we are to abandon agreements with cotton growers 


and apply compulsion. 


The house fixed upon 10,000,000 bales as the limit of the 1934-35 


crop and decreed a tax of 50 per cent of the market price upon any in- 
dividual offering for sale cotton in excess of his quota. The senate has 
raised the rate to 15 per cent. It has made other changes in the house 
bill, but the main features are the compulsory quotas and the excess 
taxes. Differences remain to be composed in conference, but the bill 
•when it reaches the president will establish compulsion' beyond a doubt 
as something entirely new to be tried. 


Passage by the senate was by a vote of 46 to 39, with -13 Democrats 


and 26 Republicans in opposition. Some, of the Democrats who supported 
the measure expressed grave doubts. 
"I am voting for it with all my 


lingers and toes crossed," said Senator Barkley of Kentucky. 
Senator 


Stephens of Mississippi had his "misgivings." Frankly the compulsory 
policy is experimental, and wisely the senate has limited its operations 
to one year. After that if-two-thirds of all cotton growers decide the 
tax is -wise, new quota allotments will be made. 


In treading the unknown path of compulsion, congress is setting a 


precedent which has almost unlimited possibilities. If force can be ap- 
plied to cotton, it can be applied to wheat, to hogs, to corn, to almost 
everything in the agricultural line. When we come to the 'final passage 
of this bill the country will be committed definitely to the regimentation 
of agriculture. 
: 


THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


Educated native-born Americans are not surprised when applicants 


lor naturalization answer "the people" when asked who elects the presi- 
dent ol the United States, for most of them would make the same tech- 
nical mistake, forgetting for, the moment that it is really the electoral col- 
lege that elects the president. 


One cannot agree with a court which refuses citizenship to an 


alien for so technical a mistake, for the electoral college merely carries 
out the mandate of the people. Moreover, it has always been the pur- 
pose of every Americanization agency to instill in the mind of the new 
citizens the idea that.this is a democratic country in which the people 
are sovereign in every instance. It seems that the would-be citizen has a 
fair conception of American ideals and traditions when he'answers "the 
people."

The electoral college was the lirst piece of constitutional machin- 


ery which failed .to. function as the founding fathers intended. Yet it has 
survived. 
> 


- It-has become the distinctive characteristic of the American sys- 


tem that the president bears the mandate of the people in a national 
sense true of no other person holding elective office in the United States. 
His mandate is as broad as the .union. Prom this fact • he derives the 
moral authority which makes him the national leader in a time of na- 
tional emergency or crisis. He represents the whole people as no other 
person and no other institution of our political system can.

SAVING YOUNG LIVES 


Nearly 30 years ago former President Roosevelt, in a message to 


1 congress recommending the creation of a federal children's bureau, made 
this observation: 
- 


"It is not only discreditable to us as a people that there'is now no 


recognized and authoritative source of information upon these subjects 
relating to child life, but in the absence of such information as should be 
supplied by the federal government many abuses have gone unchecked; 
for public sentiment, with its great corrective power, can onlv be aroused 
by full knowledge of the facts." 


Three years later in the administration of President Taft congress 


filled this national want by passing an act creasing the bureau, which has 
functioned ever since. 


The children's bureau is chiefly interested in children after they aie 


born. While it does not claim the credit for the more intelligent care the 
child receives today, it has been the center to which any father or mother 
or teacher or social workers could turn for the best advice that experience 
has to offer. It has fostered state child welfare program and encouraged 
the establishment of state children's bureaus, of which there was onl:; 


one in 1912 and there are 48 today. 
' 


As it looks back through the years this bureau can see the infant 


death rate greatly loVered, juvenile epidemics reduced to a minimum 
«nd a -nation of stronger, brighter and happier children partly through 
its efforts. Isn't that vindication enough?

Educated native-born Americans are not surprised when applicants 
for naturalization answer “the people” when asked who elects the presi­ 
dent of the United States, for most of them would make the same tech­ 
nical m istake, forgetting for the m om ent th a t it is really the electoral col­ 
lege th a t elects the president. 
One cannot agree with a court which refuses citizenship to an 
alien for so technical a m istake, for the electoral college merely carries 
out the m andate of the people. 
Moreover, it has always been the p u r­ 
pose of every Am ericanization agency to instill in the m ind of the new 
citizens the idea th a t this is a democratic country in which the people 
are sovereign in every instance. It seems th a t the would-be citizen has a 
fair conception of American ideals and traditions when he answers “the 
people.” 
The electoral college was the first piece of constitutional m achin­ 
ery which failed to function as the founding fathers intended. Yet it has 
survived. 
* 
It has become the distinctive characteristic of the American sys­ 
tem th a t the president bears the m andate of the people in a national 
sense true of no other person holding elective office in the United States. 
His m andate is as broad as the union. 
From this fact he derives the 
m oral authority w*hich m akes him the national leader in a tim e of n a ­ 
tional emergency or crisis. 
He represents the whole people as no other 
person and no other institution of our political system can.

HARRISBURG, April 
2.—Some 


300 dams in Pennsylvania will be in- 
spected during 1934 by engineers in 
the bureau of dams of the Depart- 
ment of Forests and Waters, Char es 
E. Ryder, chief engineer, announced 
today. Many of 
these darns • are 


among .the most important in the 
State, Ryder explained, and failure 
of any one of them might cause loss 
of life or damage to property, or 
both. 


These inspections are made in 


accordance with the policy of the 
State Water and Power Resources 
Board of examining periodically all i 
important darns to see if they are 
maintained In safe condition. It is 
unlawful to build a new dam or to 
make any changes or alterations In 
an existing dam without securing 
a permit from the board.

“The German government has in­ 
formed the United States that it 
will pay to the United States treas­ 
ury on April 3, in dollars, the equiv­ 
alent of 3,177,125 reichsmarks. 
“This sum is equal to the interest 
due today on the installment post­ 
poned under the provisions of the 
debt agreement.

FEW WITHDRAWALS 
ACE IN STATE 


Last Day Finds 


Candidates Firm 


Little Indication Of Any 


Large Number Of With- 


drawals Today 


RACE TOR GOVERNOR 


TO BE REAL BATTLE

HARRISBURG, April 2—The 


last day for withdrawal of can- 
didates from crowded primary 
election contests arrived today 
with the scramble for state- 
wide nominations still in status 
quo and the legislative fields 
thinned only slightly. 
Little indication was seen for many 
major incisions in the tangled Re- 
publican gubernatorial 
and 
lieu- 


tenant governorship free-for-alls of 
18 and 17 candidates 
respectively. 


Several score withdrawals were ex- 
pected 
from the record-breaking 


lists of aspirants to the general as- 
sembly, state senate and congress. 


Only 32-withdrawals—all of them 


from the 3,000-odd legislative pri- 
maries—had been recorded on the 
books of the elrctiohs bureau when 
the offices opened today. 
; 
No Harmony Candidates 


Frank admission by G. O. P. or- 


ganization leaders that none of the 
nearly a score of gul>ernatorial as- 
pirants has been found acceptable 
to all, or even a major portion, of 
the party's elements made it ap- 
pear improbable that there would 
be a concerted rush to withdraw. 


Gen. Edward Martin, state chair- 


man, declared there was no "har- 
mony" candidate as had been sought 
and reitcrted that the voters would 
be permitted to select their choice 
on May 15 from a "free and open" 
field. Martin himself was believed 
planning to withdraw, possibly in 


favor of Lieut. Gov. Edward C. 
Shannon, his superior officer in the 
national guard. 


Plan To Stick 


Other seeded candidates for the. 


executive nomination all are on rec- 
ord with declarations of intentions 
to "stick to the finish." 
These in- 


cluded Shannon, Attorney General: 
William A. Schnader, Judge Robert 
E. Lamberton, Jud"c Marion D. Pat- 
terson, Charles J. Margiotti, Thomas 
A. Phillips and Judge Harry S. Mc- 
Devitt. 


No known efforts have been made 
tc consolidate the Democratic slates.

The case of Walter Forney against 


The News company was taken up 
for trial before Judge R. L. HUde- 
brand at county court this morn- 
ing.
